"left-hand" thread, not "reverse" thread. 


I was going to suggest buying an M2 thumbscrew with a long enough unthreaded 

shank (and cutting the right-hand threads off) and a left-hand thread M2 die 

as an alternative to finding someone with a lathe that will cut left hand 

threads that small. However, the smallest size left-hand thread die that McMaster 
lists is M5 x .8mm so I can't point to a source.

Not finding my Ameco pre amp in my newly reorganized shack yesterday led 
to a successful half hour search--can't be without that thing. 


I'm not sure if it's the Nuvistor or the Mosfet model, and I don't care 
much. I've repaired and resold several but this one stays. It's a 
peakable preamp of at least 20dB gain continuously from 160 up to 6 
Meters. 


Mine's the old model in that it doesn't have a rf switchout circuit for 


transceivers. That's why I can buy them cheap and sell them again: they 
tend to be fried by transceivers. But Nuvistors drip out of old Tek 
scopes and four terminal Mosfets are in automobile FM converters. 


Last night I wanted to hit a George Dobbs 7 mc receive converter a little 
harder. It takes a 3.5 mc Local Oscillator on input. I breadboarded it 
up and applied a WWII signal generator to one port. A random length wire 
charatably called an antenna caught the International Broadcasters but 
the hams were in the noise ‘till the Ameco made them Q5. 


And the Ameco is switch-outable so this time I mount it on the wall and 
route my random receiver antenna thru it.
